a Talkin Which the Oivi! Service Reformer Ciaims 
Creat For Pendileton’s Paine—The Apportion-« 
meat of Appoin«mente Corsidered— Will 
the Commissioners be Successful. 


Wasutretror, D. C., May 5.—Mr, Dorman 
3. Eaton said that just now, unl the new 
rules had been fully approved by the presi- 
dent in accordence with the changes sugges- 
ted, he was not at liberty to state what. they 
were. it being suggested that there might be 
a variance between the president and himself 
as to the interpretation of the civil service 
law, Eaton became exceedingly animated. 
Said he: “I have beena lawyer tor twenty 
years, I pride myself, ifI know anything, 
chat 1 know law; and, as tothe civil service 


law, 1 think I ought to be familiar with it, 


or 1 drew the bill.’’ 

“Do you mean to say that the so-called 
Pendleton civil service reform billand a 
law of the land gvas drawn by yourself ?”’ 

“] mean justthat. I attended all the ses- 
sions of the Pendleton civil service commit- 
cee. 1 drafted the civil service bill, and Mr, 
Pendleton reported it in my handwriting, 
without crossing ator dotting an i. Now, I 
ought to be familiar with the law, ought I 
not?” 

Mr. Eaton futther said he was really co- 
erced into accepting a place on the commis- 
sion. He bad no desire for such appointment. 


Had be refused it, however, it would have. 


been said: ““‘Heis afraid to administer his 
own law. It was either fight or sneak. So, 
rather than sneak, | accepted the ition. 
L ought to know all about the civil service 
reform movement, for the first organization 
in the interests of reform was the outgrowth 


ofa meeting beldin the parlor of my house. 


in New York city.” 

“How will you apportion appointments?” 
Mr. Eaton was asked. | 

“Iam glad you asked the question. First, 
the commission have nothing to do with 
the service asit nowis. The civil service 
law requires the commission to apportion 
appointments equitably among the several 
states of the union in accordance with the 
tenth census; that is to say, after the law 
goes into full force und effect we are to ap- 
portion all fature appointments. This, how- 
ever, has nothing todo with the examina- 
tions. We can examine as many 
applications as we may see fit, but are 
required only to make the _ equitable 
apportionment. Of course we can not at the 
very outset do this with exactuess, For in- 
stance, take Rhode Island or Delaware; under 
the apportionment they would not perbaps 
be entutied to one clerk. We can not cut a 
man up to cover the fractions. What we 
will do, bowever, will be to begin with a sys- 
jematic plan, and make the apportionment as 
ejuitably aswecan. This we may not dothe 
fiist year, but in time we can even the thing 
up. 
Have you faith in the success of the civil 
service law?’ 

“I have, of course. It is not expected, in 
a great reform like this, we are are not to en- 


counter opposition. The great trouble the 


commission will have to encounter will not 
be in the appointments ef clerks in the de- 
partments in this city. It will come when 
the custom houses and postoffices are brought 
under the operation of the law—when politi- 
cians find out that no more can be put into 
places in them except as a result of fair com- 
petitive test. I have, however, been an ad- 
vocate of civil service reform for many years, 
and am prepared to meet all the attacks 
which will be made upon the commission.’’ 

Professor Gregory, who was near by, said: 
“] had a talk with Mr. Blackfan, of the post- 
office department. He wasa member of the 
civil service board in the department when 
under President Grant civil service regula- 
tions for about a year were in force. He ad- 
mitted to me that the best clerks the depart- 
mentever had secured their places under 
civil service competition,” 

The commission has decided to stand by 
Mr. Keim, and the president will no doubt 
issue bim his commission as examiner in 
chief. The president is fully aware of Keim’s 
coon argue but if he should refuse toa 
point him, and the civil service law should 
prove a humbug and a failure, as it will, the 
high joints would dump tbe responsibility 
upon him. The commissioners themselves 
are also satisfied they made a mistake in ask: 
ing for Keim’s appointment, but they have 
not the nerve to request its withdrawal, be- 
cause such an action would be a confession of 
bad judgment on their part in the very first 
of the many thousand appointments they are 
to be calles upon to fill.

HISTORICAL RECORDS. 


Ledgers ef the Last Century Found jn the Treasury 

Department. . 
, Washincron, May 5.—According to the 
books of the treasury department General 
George Washington, the father of his country, 
is indebted to the country in the sum of 
$161,559. Ehis fact would in ali probabilitn 
never have been discovered had it not beey 
for the shrewdness of a Philadelphia gentle- 


man who presented himself to Mr. J. M, 


Vale, chief of the collections division in the 
office of Third Auditor Keightley, a few 
weeks ago. This gentleman seemed to unite 
in. his person the easy assurance of a man of 
the world, with the proverbial astuteness of a 
Philadelphia lawyer. 


He saluted Mr. Vale, removed a pair of 


- gold bowed eye glasses from his nose, present- 


ed a letter of introduction from Sunset Cox 
and told his tale. He had read in a history 

hat General Horatio Gates, of the revolu- 
ionary army, had never received his five 
years’ commutation allowance in lieu of half 
pay for life, and he desired to knowif such 
was the factand what sum in consequence 
was due the descendants ot General Gates on 
that account.

in the treasury department. General Wash- 
ington’s accounts are found in four separate 
entries in two volumes of the journals. The

CRACKED RICE, 


A Decision That Leayes Some Southern Proteetionists 
im the Celd. : 
_ WASHINGTON, May 5,—Assistant Secretary 
French is hated by all the 
manufacturers, who complain that in all 
cases that come from the custom house he de- 
cides in favor of the importer. As Judge 
French is in New York he can not be held 
os Rng pte for the rice decision made to-day, 
uniess it be assumed that be had told Secre- 
tary Felger bow the case should be decided 
before he went away. In grinding rice to make 
flour or meal a considerable proportion of the 
kernels are only broken. These are sifted 
out, and as granulated rice-meal enters largely 
into competition with whole rice. For many 
urposes it answers as well.as whole rice, and 
it is sold at a lower price. The rice growers, 
therefore, demand the same duty on these 
broker kernels as is collected on the whole 
ones. The tariff bill, as introduced into the 
senate, contained the provision: *‘Rice-flour 
and granulated rice-meal 20 per centum ad 
valorem,’’ the duty on rice being 24 cents 
if cleaned and 1'4 cents if uncleaned. Sena- 
tor Morgan, of Alabama, ranked with Vance, 
of North Carolina, and immediately after 
Beck, of Kentucky, as the determined foe of 
protection in every form, but the rice ques- 
tion came too close home to him, and he and 
Senator Butler, of South Carolina, were load- 
ed with elaborate speeches to make on the 
granulated rice question. One of the demo- 
cratic senators knew this, and wishing at the 
same time toavoid such a prolongation of 


the debate as would be involved in 
a speech by the senator from Ala- 
bama and to save the same_ gentle- 


man from the necessity of making a speech 
that would look singularly like an appeal for 
the protection of the rice interest, he went to 
Senator Morrill privately and explained the 
situation to him, and asked ‘him to consent 
that the word granulated should be stricken 
out. This Senator Morrill cheerfully did. 
This left it for the treasury depaftment and 
the courts to determine whether the broken 
grains of rice should come in at 20 per cent 
ad valorem as meal, or at the much higher 
rate of two and one-fourth cents as rice. 
Senator Volger has decided that granulated 
rice is not “cleaned rice’’ within the mean- 
ing ef the tariff bill. Under the similiiude 
clause it might be difficult to say whether 
it most resembled rice or rice-meal. But there 
is a farther provision in this clause to the ef- 
fect that if a non-enumerated article equally 
resemb!es two or more enumerated articles it 
shall pay the duty levied on the most highly 
taxed of these enumerated articles. The rice 
growers relied on this sentence to give them 
the rice duty on the granulated article. The 
secretary, however, has decided that granu 
lated rice does not resemble either of these 
articles, but is an article manufactured in 
whole or part not enumerated or provided for 


‘in the bill, and, therefore, duitable only at 20

The successful operation 
of the previous question was the chief hope 
of the supporters of Bradlaugh, who announ- 
ces that he has in view of yesterday’s devel- 
opments, decided to visit his constituents, 
and toformally tender his resignation as 


their elected representative.

IN THE FRENCH CHAMBERS.

M. Martin Fenille, minister of justice, re- 
plied that the council faithfully interpreted 
the concordat.

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THE SBNSATION OF THE LATE 
ATHENS CONVENTION: 


A Proposalto Indorse a' Normal Seboo! Syst+m Fo 
Georgia Calls Out a Strong Speeoh From Mejor 
Slaton—C testoner Orr Ladoreed By « 
Unanimous Vote—Some Incidents. 


Atuens, May 5.—Athens is the pret- 
tiest town in Georgia, and it was in 
all its spring beauty when it 
greeted the Georgia Teachers’ association. 
How the white colonnades, half hidden in 
the masses of green feliage, carried one back 
to the ante-bellam days, when the up coun- 
try planters used to make such a display of 
fine carriages and horses, and pretty daughters 
at commencement! ‘ 

Athens is much changed, but the Georgia 
teachers did not find that it had lost its old 
character for hospitality. This has been per- 
haps the pleasantest meeting that the associa- 
tion has ever had, and the success is more 
due to Miss Rutherford, principal of the 
| Lucy Cobb school, than to any other single 
‘person. The meetings of the body took place 
in the beautifuls Seney-Stovall chapel. This 


house seats a thousand persons. In general 
plan, the audience room is very like a pretty 
opera house. The adornments are simple and 
elegant, and the ventilation and lighting— 
very important matters—unnsually good. 

Mr. Zettler, school superintendent of 
Macon, was the president, and he had the 
good sense not to prepare a crowded pro- 
gramme of essays and papers. I think the 
essays and readers have been reported in Tue 
ConsTiTUTION, so I will.only notice matters of 
special importance, 

The chief interest was caused by the 
normal school discussion on the second 
day. This was introduced by an able 
ere written by Professor W. B. Bonnel, of 

eVington, advocating a Georgia normal 
school. Professor Bonnel gave some account of 
the history of normal scbools and the need 
forthem. At the close’ of his paper Mr. 
Bonnel introduced the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That the Georgia Teachers’ associa- 
tian, recognizing the necessity of a state no:mal 
school in Georgia, and believing that the time for 
the establishment of such an ivstitution has fully 
come, heartily approves ihe bill now pending be- 
fore the Georgia legislature, and recommends its 
epeecs paeen 

2. Resolved, That a committee, to consist of 
three members of this body,including the president 
as chainnan of the committee, be appointed during 
this present session to confer with Se. G. J. Orr, 
the siate scnool commissioner, and proffer such as- 
sistance in procuring the passage of the bill to 
establish a State normal school, as may be expedi- 
entand practicable; and that the committee be in- 
structed to report at the next annual meeting. 

Resolved, That the same committee be re- 
quested to co-operate with Dr. Orr, the stave school 
commissioner, in his efforts and plans to secure a 
more liberal appropriation for the sustenance aud 
extension of the common schools in the state. . 

After the reading of the resolutions Mr. 
Moses, of Coweta, rose and addressed the as- 
sociation. He said the subject was for the 
first time brought to his notice, and he desir- 
ed to hear it discussed, but for the present he 
was opposed toa normal school asa blama- 
ble use of money, so longas the public schools 
are kept up for only three months. Like 
some other opponents of normal schools, he 
seemed to fancy that he could oppose them 
by eulogies on the university of Georgia 
whose gruduaies were, he said, capable of do 
ing as good teaching as Georgia requires. 
fhe boys of the university, who are 
accomplished claqueurs whenever applause 
is needed, applauded heartily every mention 
of the university. But from the professor of 
the university | learn that they do not regard 
& normal school as in any sense a competitor 
ofthat institution, nordo they wish to see 
the project fail. ‘They would, as is natural, 
like to see it established in Athens. 

Dr. Orr himself next took the floor. He 
made a most admirable statement, cogent, 
lucid, notlong but interesting; and it held 
the close attention of the large audience to 
the veryend. Dr. Orr declared his entire 
loyalty to the university, in whose halls he 
had receiveda very important part of bis own 
education. He said that the grad- 
uates of the colleges did not, would 
not, and could not be expected to teach the 
elementary public schools which were to 
raise the children «f the masses. He showed 
that besides this, they were too few. He had 
caused a census to be taken with as great ac- 
curacy as he could secure, of all the college 
and high school students in Georgia. They 
were, in round f{numbers, nearly 10,- 
000 students. The whole school population 
was, in rourid numbers. 500,060; the whites 
about 261,000. The college and high school 
students were less than 2 per cent. of the 


whole school population, and less 
than 4 per cent of the 
white school population. From _ this 


4 percent all professional men must come. 

For the children of‘the masses Dr. Orr 
made a most powerfal and earnest appeal. 
It was far the most effective proto the 
writer has ever heard Dr. Orr make. -The 
bedrt of the honest old commissioner was 
thoroughly stirred up for the children of 
poverty and ignorance. | 

MAJOR SLATON CREATES A SENSATION. 

When Dr. Orr sat down, Major Slaton, 
superintendent of schools in Atlanta, arose. 
Major Slaton has not been a member of 
the state association, and has only attended 
it hitherto when it chanced to meet in 
Atlanta. He joined it on Monday 

The association listenei1 to him with great 
attention and interest, and paid him the un- 
usual courtesy of postponing the hour of ad- 
journmentin order to hear him out before he 
jeft for Augusta. Major Slaton is an easy, 
fluent talker, and he proceeded to make a 
warm attack on the plans of Dr. Orr. He 
made the charge that the negroes had received 
a disproportionate amount of the public 
school funds. He said the negro was not the 
equal of himself—that God mot made 
him so. He charged that throughout the 
state the eave schools weie ruining the 
country schoo] teachers; that the state school 
commissioner “had his hand at the throat’ 
of the teachers of private country schools in 
Georgia. He said that Dr. Orr did not know 
the real sentiments of the country people of 
Georgia, that he merely went round talking 
to grand juries, and they did not reflect the 
opinions of the people, who were opposed to 
public schools because the negroes were get- 
ting the benefit of the fund to the exclusion 
of the whites. 

He added he was not op to negro in- 
struction, and be testified that the negroes 
could receive the higher education and bene- 
fit by it. He said that. he had seen the 
blackest, most kinkey headed negroes stand 
examinations in algebra, geometry 
Latin and Greek, which showed 
that -they profited in a very high 
degree by the instruction given atthe univer- 
sity of Atlanta. Major Slaton attacked Dr. 
Orr, also, in regard to the percentage of col- 
lege and high school students, but 1 did not 
understand his reasoning. He is too good a 
mathematicien to mean that 10,000 is8 r 
cenl of 261,000, and was probably misunder- 
stood by us Major Slaton also praised the 
university highly, as if it were somehow an- 
tagonistic to the normal school. He was 
warmly applauded by the students and others. 
Some professors of the university were pres- 
ent. They disclaim any rivalry with the 
normal schoel. The discussion was renewed 
later in the afternoon, but Major Slaton had 
left Athens. | 

HIS VIEWS UNANIMOUSLY“) ECTED, 

Mr. Samuel Barnett, of Washington, spoke 
in favor of the normal school proposed, and 
Dr. Orr replied to the strictures of Major Sla- 
ton. Dr. Orr read from bis own report to 
show that no special favor was shown to ne- 
gro schools, The figures were, as he said, 
compiled with great care and sworn to by 
county officers. I did not get the exact fig- 
ures, but they made nearly four whiteschoo 
to one negro school, : 

Dr. Orr replied that if the position were un- 
satisfactory to country teachers, there was 
only one thing to do, and that was to move

In publishing this discussion the writer 
would say that there is no doubt that the 
present state of the school question bears 
bardly on the country school teachers.: The 
position we are in cannot be occupied per- 
manently without serious injury to the cause 
of education in Georgia. Some people think, 
I d@ believe, that the school commissioner 
ought to take his oath and then refuse to 
foster the public schools as it requires—am 
very sure if they wanta man to swear one 
way and act another, they will have to select 
another man for school commissioner than 
Gustavus J. Orr. But the honest people of 


would rouse up and stop double dealing. 

If there were an attempt to go backward 
and repeal the educational! clause of the state 
constitution, not only would they cause the 
laboring white and black class to combine 
against it, they would cause political affilia- 
tions whicn would not end there, and which 
Georgia would rue for a long time to come. 

The present position is not tenable and the 
only way outof it is forward! The public 
schools must have more money or education 
in Georgia will go back ward. 

THE PAPERS READ. 

On Friday three pe were read; the first 
by Professor H, C. 
of Georgia. It was one of the very best pa- 
pers ever read in the Georgia Teachers’ asso- 
ciation. It was both wise and charming. On 
the great question of scientific education Pro- 
fessor White’s views are specially entitled to 
consideration, both from his fitness to speak, 
and because he takes no extreme ground. 
His paper is culiarly appropriate to the 
times, and onght to be read by all the educa- 
ted ciass in Georgia. 

Miss Rutherford on Wednesday night gave 
the association a beautiful entertainment. 
There were recitations and . music at 
the lovely little chapel, and 
then all adjourned to the institute where 
conversation and supper completed the even- 
ing. The association thanked Miss Ruther- 
ford and her sisters by name, for their un- 
ceasing kindness. Miss Rutherford’s connec- 
tions with the university and the public 
school, were such that it was'in her power to 
bring the association into pleasant and fnend- 
ly relationS with the professors of the uni- 
versity. It wasa graceful and beautiful act 
which wiil, we hope, effect lasting good in 
Georgia. The university and the’ schools are 
really the commissioned and non-com- 
missioned officers of the same army. 

I must not omit to tell of the entertain- 
ment Professor Charbonnier gave the teachers’

In 
the May Century there is an essay on the

On Thursday evening the members of the 
association bad the pleasure of bearing a 
charming lecture from the venerable Dr. 
Lipscomb, who gave them some admirable 
advice. Il should have mentioned before that 
Professor Henry Mitchell, of the Marietta 
street school, Atlanta, read an essay on 
“School Government,’’ which excited the en- 
comiums of the best judges, and evoked some 
interesting discussion, which, by the way, is 
a good proof of the meritofa paper read be- 
fore the association. 


Spruce Trees Dying in Maino. 
BaNnGor, May 5.-~Reports from the lumber region 
of Aroostook show thatspruce trees are dying at a 
fearful rate. Last winter operations were begun on 
a part of a township where it was expected that 700.« 
000 feet would be cut, but only 75,000 feet of sound 
spruce could be found. Examination showed that 
the spruce in the restof the township was in the 
same condition. There isa township on the Fh 
river waters that is well timbered, On this tract it 
is estimated that 5,000,000 feet of spruce is standing 
to-day, but at the rate tiees are dying, in five years 
there will not be a million feet. So far as can be 
ascertain ¢d there are ‘mo worms at work on the 
spruce, and the cause of its decay is a mystery.. 


The tops of the dead +pruce have a reddish color 
and look as Though ihey had been scorebed by fire. 
There are a nember of townships on which it is es- 
timated that three-fourths of the spruce is dead. 
The loss to owners will be very heavy.

The result must be 
somewhat damaging to the great leader's 
prestige. The affirgative vote was had by a 
singular union—an union that was dissolved 
as soon as the vote was taken—of the tories 
who are in a minority of about one hundred 
and the radical non-conformists. Sucha 
combination will probably not be regarded 
asan expression ofa want of confidence in 
the ministry. England is certainly not ready 

spree her greatest statesman, and Mr. 
Gladstone will not certainly consent to go 
outof office after a service covering halfa 
eentury, under the shadow of defeat. No 
cabinet crisis is therefore apprehended. A 
tory could not form aministry with an ad- 
verse majority of 100 in the house of com- 
mous, and no one else would. 


In the month of March the exports of Bal- 
timore were in amount. $4, 913, 588; of Char- 
leston, $2,317,552 ; of Galveston, $3,128,431 ; 
of New Orleans, $11,031,986 ; of Nerfolk, $1,- 
662,788, and of Sayannah, $3,229,697. Over 
one third of the entire exports of the coun- 


tryin March were from southern ports ; and 


yet the vessels that came for cotton, bringing 
over an equal value of imports, discharged 
their cargoes at New York before going south 
for return Joads. ‘‘Here,’’ says the St. Louis 
Republican, ‘‘is waste of material and Joss of 
time. The reasons for this at present are 
known to all importers and dealers in foreign 
commodities. The lines of transportation to 
the interior are located and managed to pro. 
duce thisend. The habit of commerce con- 
tributes to make this system easy and perpet 
uate it. Butsuch reasons are not based on 
necessity and cannot therefore be regarded as 
unalterable. This is an era of rapid changes. 
Results are quickly worked out and it is ra- 
tional to anticipate changes in all unnatural 
currents of commerce.” 


NORMAL SCHOOLS 

The free school and the penitentiary are a 
windlass with two buckets; as the one goes 
up the other goes dewn. That education is 
tiie keystone to the eafety of the republic, 
has been repeated so often that it goes with- 
outsaying. Hence it was the lifework of 
Ozgiethorpe forthe state he established, the 
first care of Penn with the cvlony he planted, 
the iast bequest of Washington to the nation 
he saved. | 

All civilized nations a‘@ compelled to give 
the people larger participation in affairs of 
government than heretofore, hence the in- 
creasing necessity of universal education. 
This isour only safeguard. One cannot be 
s0 blind as not to see that the patriotism of 
our leaders consists either of “the love of 
money for the sake of power, or of power for 
the sake of mon y.’’ The people must be ed- 
ucated to know their own rights, and know- 
ing to maintain thein. 

The material welfare of a people depends on 
educated labor, and now, more than ever. The 
arts can be successfully practiced by those 
only who have had some mental training. 
The true means of equalizing wealth and 
checking communism is the practice of those 
aris which gratify the tastes of the wealthy. 
The love of ornament is growing with our 
growth. 

Educated labor is the demand of the day, 
But bow shall the educator be educated? For 
this Georgia puts ber trust in the ekill and 
a alrea’y attained by her sons and 
“No state has a better right so to 
may we not carry that trust too far? 
eleads the south in enterprises re- 
ilied operatives. Why should we 
in those institutions that se- 
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but lip-wisdom that 
the wisdom of 
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much improved by practice under the eye 
and instruction of successful experience. 
“Our brethren are already in the field.” 
Asearly as tLe year 1818 Governor Clinton, 
the ablest statesman New York ever had, 
commenced urging the necessity of training 
teachers. After ten years his efforts were con- 
tinued by others, until, in 1844, they estab- 
lished a normal school that has been a na- 
tional blessing. The Empire state now has 
eight normal schools, each doing its own 
good work, and all combining to give their 
pupils enlarged culture, more thorough 
knowledge in the branches to be taught, and, 
above all, daily practice in teaching, under 
the eye and with the benefit of the criticisms 
of an expert. Thusare harmoniously taught | 


the art and the science of education. By the 
science we can rise on the stepping- 
stones of ex perience above the 
standpoints of the past. The 


science of education is the storehouse of the 
thoughts of ‘he wisest minds that have en- 
lightened theearth. _ 

It would seem that a state, assuming charge 
of common schools, must pay for the educa- 
tion of its teachers. This msy be done by 
giving such salaries as will induce competent 
persons to prepare for the work, or by aiding 
and securing the preparation of such persons 
in the normal school. Another resource, and 
by far the most expensive, is to accept the 
services of broken down men of other profes- 
sions. Landor represents Hanley as saying: 
“The readiest made shoes are boots cutdown:” 
There are thousands of such teaciiers, not one 
of whom has the slightest doubt of his fitness 
tor the calling. 


GEORGIA‘S LUMBER INTERESTS. 

Several months ago the lumber millers 
along the lines of the Central railroad and 
along the Brunswick division cf the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, 
came before the Railroad Commission and 
complained that owing to the depressed price 
of lumber and the dull state of trade they 
would be unable to continue to operate their 
mills at the rates of transportation charged 
by the roads. They declared further that a 
suspension of their business would throw 
hund.eds uf laboring men out of employ- 
ment, and prove ruinous to the lumber inter- 
ests in that portion of the state. They showed 
that the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
way company had reduced the rates formerly 
charged, with the effect of almost entirely 
cutting off the shipment of lumber to the sea 
board by the mil‘ers on the lines of the other 
roads. 

It wasthe desire of the millers who ap- 
peared before the commission to get reasona- 
ble rates to the seaboard. If this could be 
brought about, they would be perfectly satis- 
fied. They had applied to the Central and 
to the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
roads for such rates, but their application 
had been refused. They desired a reduction 
simply to the ports of Brunswick and Savan- 
nah. Finally the two roads consented to 
make a reduction. 

Meantime, the railroad commission had 
taken the whole matter into consideration 
and the conclusion reached was that the 
cities and markets of the great west, hitherto 
practically closed, should be unlocked to the 
lymbermen of Georgia. Up to the date of 
the a tion of the commission the western 
lumber markets bad been almost entirely 
supplied over the lines of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad and the Alabama Great 
Southern railroad from the forests of Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. The lumber men of 
Georgia bad been almost entirely excluded 
from these markets by the high rates over 
the roads in their own state. 

Alluding to this subject in its report made 
last year, the commission said: ‘It is be- 
lieved that the reduced rates, under circulars 
26, 27 and 28, will enable our millers and 
dealers to lay down their lumber in Nash- 
ville, Cincinnati or Louisville, for example, 
upon terms that will enable them to compete 
successfully with lumber men who draw their 
productions from other states. In addition 
to this, we think that this action will open 
up more fully the lumber marketsin our own 
state, and will tend to encourage, by cheap- 
ening this product, the building up of our 
villages, towns and cities.’’ 

In carrying out its desires in this important 
matter in the face of some opposition, the 
commission has again demonstrated its use- 
fulness in the development of Georgia inter- 
ests, and its predictions bave been fulfiljed. 
Previous to its decision the Georgia lumber- 
men were satisfied if they were enabled to 
reach the ports of Savannab and Brunswick, 
but now they find.a profitable market for their 
products in the west. In the railroad coluuin 
of yesterday’s ConsTiruTron, under the head 
of ‘Georgia Pine for the Northwest,’’ may be 
found a brief statement in regard to the im- 
mense quantities of Georgia lumber shipped 
to the west and nortowest. All this is very 
gratifying to those who are interested in the 
development of Georgia trade and traffic. 


EDUCATION AND THE AGRICULTURAL DE 
PARTMENT. . 

Generally speaking, education may be said 
to have little or no connection with the agri- 
cultural department. Thus.in the editorial 
columns of the Albany News and Advertiser 
the two subjects are treated separately. But 
they are treated so aptly, so suggestively and 
so intelligently that we can group what our 
contemporary says and stili preserve the uni- 
ties. As to education, the News and Adver- 
tiser says: 

The present free school srstem of Georgia is ruin- 
ous Tather than beneficial to the education of the 
youth of the state. No teacher can keep a paying 
schoul the year round, aud uo man who is compe- 
teut to teach is goiug to work the entire year for 
three months’ pay, norcan he who makes school 
teaching a protession afford ty spend niue months 
of the yearinidicness Hence the three months 
schuoling that the children of the state get, espe- 
ciaily in the rural districts, is from incompetent 
teacbers. Georgia has made enough progress dur- 
ing the lastten years to be abundantly able to at 
least double her free schoo! term, and it is ‘o be 
hoped that the legislature will take hold of this 


On the subject of the agricultural depart- 
ment our contemporary has this to say: 


If the farmers of the state would make ‘‘use’’ of 
the agricultural department—use it for what it 
is worth—thousands oi them would be better off for 
it. the fact thata well conducted agricultural de- 
partinent, which furvishes crop statistics, the results 
of scientiGe experiments, soil teats, etc., etc., is of 
no use to the farmers of che state, don't speak well 
forthe farmers. The depariment disseminates a 
great deal of valuable information for the farmers 
but@ majority of the latter do not appear to appre- 


the last reesion of the jegislaiure, that rome of the | 
leading farmer members were in favor of abolish 
ing the agricultural departinent. 
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’ Bagley continued to read the paper. 
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inexcusable warfare on the agricultural de- 
partment is precisely the same spirit that 


cripples the educational interests of Georgia. 


The leading farmer members of the legisla- 
ture alluded to by the News and Advertiser 
are neither ignorant nor unintelligent, but 
they are possessed with that spirit of dema- 
gogy which invariably characterizes the small 
politician. They are shrewd enough to dis- 
guise their prejudices and narrowmindedness 
with the mantle of economy, and under this 
cover they have made various successful ap- 
peals to aclass of voters that is impatient of 
the details that necessarily accompany genu- 
ine information. 

The crippled condition of the educational in- 
terests of Georgia is adisgrace to the state, but 
there will never be any change for the better 
in this or eny other matter until the honest 
and intelligent masses place their condemna- 
tion upon that species of demagogy which 
enables the Potiphar Peagreens to parade 
themselves as patriotic economists. 


We shall have some hopes of Massachueetts 
when the republican organs begin to show a bitter 
indignation over the fact that the Tewksbury 
abuses have been going on for twenty years. At 
present, they are simply very angry with the south- 
ern people because these abuses have been ex- 
posed. The truth is, the south can never hope to 
escape. Bs ; 

TuE Philadelphia Times intimates that Atlanta 
makes more noise than any city of is+size in the 
world.

Years passed by and Rossetti’s fame grew un- 
til every line of his co1aposition became pre- 
cious, and some of those who prized his writ- 
ings most asked him for copies of the songs 
that had been buried. He had kept no copies, 
or they bad been lost. At all events he couid 
farnish none, and when they asked bhim* to 
rewrite the verses he declared that he was 
utterly uvable to do so. 

At last his friends importuned him for per- 
mission to have the original manuscript ex- 
humed. He consented after some hesitation, 
and, all the necessary preliminaries having 
becn complied with, the grave which had been 
sealed for many years was opened. 

Then a stravge thing was fuund. The cas- 
kt containing the poems had proven to be of 
serishable materia!, and its cover had crum- 

led away. The long tresses of the girl bad 
grown after death, and had twined and inter- 
twined among the leaves of the poet's paper, 
coiling around the written words of love ina 
loving embrace long after death had sealed 
the lips and dimmed the eye that had made 
response to that love.
